TO MAKE A LAWN 


The Fall months are always considered as being particu- 
larly favorable for the seeding of new lawns or the reseeding 
of old ones. For new lawns preparation of the seed bed is 
of the greatest importance and too much care cannot be 
given to this. The ground should be broken and thoroughly 
pulverized to a depth of at least six inches. If the land 
needs lime it should be applied at this time and well worked 
in. Repeated raking of the surface at intervals of several 
days will aid in killing any volunteer foreign growth and 
help to provide a clean seed bed. One or two days before 
seeding work a good application of Wocd’s High-Grade Sheep 
Manure into the top two or three inches. Broadcast the seed 
evenly, half one way and half the other, cover lightly either 
by raking or with a drag and roll with a light roller. Keep 
moist, using a fine spray to avoid washing and after germi:- 
nation is well started water cnly when necessary. Pull out 
any weeds that appear.

RENEWING OLD LAWNS

put the seed into the soil. Water freely. 


HOW TO CUT YOUR LAWN 


Cut when two to three inches high and keep cut regularly 
but never shorter than one and one-half inches unless during 
cool weather. Be sure your mower is kept sharp. A dull 
mower bruises and injures the grass. During hot weather 
it is advisable to raise the mower 
blades.

NOtES OF INTEREST 


W* REGRET that our catalog has been delayed this year, but under existing conditions it 
has been impossible to mail it sooner. During August and September we have had an un- 
precedented demand for all seeds, particularly seen grain. This demand has caused a shortage 
on many items, with an early sellout predicted this season. We also wish to advise that this 
enormous demand for seeds has put us several days behind in filling orders, this particularly 
being due to the acute shortage of 
labor in this section. We might 
also call the attention of our cus- 
tomers to the slow deliveries by the 
railroad companies. Under these 
circumstances we believe it wise 
for our customers to order their 
seed supplies promptly to cover the 
delay in shipping and transporta- 
tion. 


SEED OATS 


The heavy freeze which we experienced in 
many sections of the East in late February 
caused winter-killing of many acres of oats. 
This condition has affected materially the sup- 
ply of oats for fall planting and stocks are 
unusually short. 


WOOD’S WINTER RYE 


At this time stocks of Abruzzi Rye are prac- 
tically at a vanishing point, and as a substi- 
tute we suggest the use of our Wood’s Winter 
Rye, which is of exceptionally fine quality, 
heavily recleaned, running 99% purity and 
over 90% germination. We have supplied 
Wood’s Winter Rye for many years to our 
trade and it has given exceptionally fine re- 
sults. We consider it the best sustitute for 
Abruzzi Rye this season. It will not grow 
off quite as quickly as Abruzzi, but makes a 
very tall growth and good grain yield. Prices 
on Wood’s Winter Rye are most reasonable 
and it is an economical crop to put in during 
September, October and early November, for 
winter cover and grazing.

This new strain has proved to be the largest yielding and 
most dependable of all fall sown oats for the Atlantic Costal 
States. It has made record yields in all localities from South 
Carolina through Pennsylvania, Maryland and Delaware. We 
consider it one of the hardiest of the winter oats available 
for fall planting, having received reports from growers as 
far north as Ohio of its standing their cold winters and giv- 
ing exceptional yields. In an official southern experimental 
station test this year (1943), it topped the list of over 30 
leading strains, yielding over 73 bushels per acre. In other 
previous tests made in 1941, it yielded 73 bushels per acre, 
and in 1942, 67 bushels per acre. 


This improved strain of Lee Cold Proof Oats is an outstand- 
ing variety for dairymen to sow. It is one of the tallest 
growing winter oats, attaining a height of approximately 5 
feet, making it one of the best oats for cutting for green 
feed or silage purposes. This oat, planted in the first half 
of September, with a good growing season, can be grazed 
within three or four weeks after planting date and will give 
continuous grazing until about the 1st of March, after which 
producing a very heavy oat yield. It has a characteristic of 
staying green all during the winter months, furnishing fine 
grazing crop during this period. 


WOOD’S IMP. WINTER TURF OATS 


This has been an outstanding strain of the turf variety 
for many years. A dependable winter oat for fall sowing 
in the Piedmont and Mountain sections of Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and West Virginia. It ranks 
as one of the latest maturing varieties, being rather slow 
starting in the spring, but makes rapid growth later, grow- 
ing 5 to 6 feet tall and making an excellent oat for dairy- 
men’s use for pasture, cutting green feed, or grain produc- 
tion.

There is probably 
more acreage planted to Redhart than all other varieties 
combined. It has consistently given large yields of very high 
test weight, generally averaging from 59 to 62 pounds per 
measured bushel. It is very early in Maturity, about two 
weeks ahead of Leap’s, Wood’s Forward and V. P. I. 181. 
Makes a compact growth, strong stiff straw, heads standing 
erect, medium height, and little loss in shattering. Grains 
are plump, slightly smaller in size than other varieties and 
of very high milling value. Makes heavy winter growth 
and fine for grazing.

This is probably the most widely used of all oats in the 
Carolinas and eastern Virginia. It has proven exceptionally 
winter hardy in these sections and has given outstanding 
yields, ranking first in earliness of all fall oats. It has strong 
stiff straw of medium height, making an excellent variety 
for combining. The Fulgrain produces probably the largest 
grain of any oat on the market, making it most desirable for 
feeding purposes, besides giving good winter growth and fine 
for pasture. Both the Fulgrain and Victorgrain Oats are 
particularly well adapted for sowing in the Coastal sections. 
Owing to the medium height they will withstand heavy wind 
storms to better advantage than the tall growing varieties.

“I am confident that the Southern States greatly need to 
build up the purchasing power of its farm population, and 
it seems to me that they are making very little, if any, ad- 
vance in the right direction, because of their cotton-tobacco- 
corn system of agriculture. 


“We are missing the greatest source of available wealth 
by failing to get a great quantity of nitrogen from the air. 
Although a start in this direction could be made quickly, 
simply and with definite profit. But to get quick results 
every possible influence would have to be put behind an 
agreed program. 


“The program which might be agreed upon for this winter 
would be Crimson Clover, and the program for next summer 
might be Lespedeza. Either of these would take with them 
other crops like the winter grains or Italian Rye Grass. 


“Hither the Crimson Clover or Lespedeza can be estab- 
lished within ninety days of its proper season, whereas it 
often takes two or three years to establish a pasture of 
White Dutch Clover or Dallas Grass and some others. These 
could be made secondary and the farmers would certainly 
purchase a variety of seed as soon as they had made a 
success with the first pastures based on annual crops.

naturally follow the success in developing pastures which 
could be grazed twelve months in the year.

PLAN AHEAD FOR PASTURE, HAY 
AND COVER CROPS 


This is the time for every farmer to give serious thought 
to preparing for fall and winter grazing for livestock, as well 
as cover crops. This would be particularly desirable where 
there is likely to be a shortage of roughage the coming 
season. In many sections of the country where the drought 
has been most devastating the following suggestions may be 
timely and useful: 


CRIMSON CLOVER AND RYE GRASS 


This combination has given very fine results for late fall, 
spring and early summer grazing. For hay crops seeding 
should be made at the rate of 15 pounds of Rye Grass to- 
gether with 15 pounds of Crimson Clover to the acre.
